MUST PAY DAMAGES 
FUR AUTO ACCIDENT 


In the supreme court Friday morn- 
ing, Mr. Justice Ives handed down 
judgment in favor of the plaintiffs in 
the damage action brought by John, 
plaintiff, minor son of H. B. Bliss, 
Wetaskiwin, against Sam Malmberg, 
Blackie. The suit involved an acci- 
dent in which the first mentioned 
plaintiff, minor son of H. B. Bilss, 
was struck down and seriously in- 
jured by the defendant's truck, near 
Blackie, in November, 1927. 

His Lordship outlined the evidence 
in the case at some length, laying 
emphasis on the fact that neither the 


‘victim nor ‘two witnesses had heard 


the defendant blow: his horn. “There 
is no evidence of any conditions being 
present,” he declared, “that a good 
‘horn blast’ could not have reasonably 
been heard, if blown. And as, by sec- 
tion 66 of the vehicle and highway 
traffic act, 1924, the onus of proving 
no negligence is cast upon the de- 
fendant, I am bound to say. that he 
has not discharged that onus.” 

Judgment was accordingly given 
for the infant plaintiff for $3,500 dam- 
ages and for the plaintiff parent 
$629.55 special damages. Defendant 
must also pay the-costs.

PAID FROM AUGUST 1 


Very frequently we have mentioned 
that the health of each of us depends, 
in large measure, upon ourselves.

dow are practically as bad as window- 
less rooms, as they are impossible to 
ventilate. 

Every home should have reasonable 
facilities for cleanliness. There should 
be a kitchen sink, washbasin and 
bath, with hot-water connections. 
Body cleanliness and particularly 
clean hands are important. If the 
hands are to be washed regularly be- 
fore meals, if teeth are to be cleaned 
twice a day, if a hot bath is to be 
taken at least once a week, it is nec- 
essary that facilities be provided- for 
all these. 

The kitchen is an important room 
because diet fs so important. Proper 
Places for storing food and milk and 
adequate facilities for washing dishes, 
all make it much easier for the house- 
wife to prepare and serve the varied 
diet that is required for health.

BULK OF BILLS ON HOUSE 
LIST SOON NEW LAWS 


Ottawa,. June 15.—The Governor- 
general came up from Rideau Hall in 
the grand manner last evening, hailed 
the senate and. commons, sanctioned 
their enactments and told them to go 
home, wishing them God speed in the 
going. It was the ‘end of the third 
session of the sixteenth parliament. 

Starting on February 8th, the ses- 
sion has-been an ordinary one. There 
has been no distinctive excess in any- 
thing in the character of(:the delib-, 
érations, in the stm total of the 
achievements, in the display of party 
feeling and activity or in anythind 
else. Instead, the ship of state has 
gone ahead on an even keel, heaving 
a& bit now and then, but, generally, 
maintaining its equilibrium. 

In the four months 365 bills were 
introduced, ‘the great preponderance 
of them being passed, though T. L. 
Church’s batch and some others fared 
ill. Included in this total are the 
divorce bills in which in fecent 
years the growth has been amazing, 
affording food for thought by those 
interested in the problem of the social 
order. Great wads of money will 
be spent on the strength of various 
legislation. The estimates total ‘about 
$258,000,000, along with some $63,000,- 
000 for general railway purposes. 
Other outlays are authorized in spec- 
ific statutes. ‘ 

The Grain Act amendments are 
viewed as of great importance. They 
pave the way for the reorganization 
of the grain board and it will have 
to be done right off. They provide 
as well, for four pérambulating 
assistant commissioners, and _ other- 
wise deal with the numerous prob- 
lems of grading and handling the 


grain. Mixing is prohibited as from 
next year. 

Few but far-reaching are the 
changes in the election act. The 


fundamental reform consists in tak- 
ing the election machinery out of 
political control and having the chief 


electoral officer, whose status is 
judicial, appoint all returning  of- 
ficers. 


The resources of all the western 
provinces will be returned next year 
and, meanwhile, as a result of a long 
discussion based on the famous epi- 
sode of the Seven Sisters, the water 
powers of the prairie provinces are 
being handed over to provincial con- 
trol.

Booth Passed 
Away Sunday|

Radley Wood, England, June 17— 
General Bramwell Booth, former head 
of the Salvation Army, died at his 
home here last night. 

The end came of the militant re- 
ligious leader, who had celebrated his 
78rd birthday on March 8, shortly 
after nine p.m. His wife and family 
with the exception of his daughter, 
Commander Mary, who had shared 
largely {n his work with the Army and 
supported him when he fought to 
maintain control of it, were with him. 

Bramwell Booth was born March 8, 
1856, in Halifax, Yorkshire. His father 
in those days, had not conceived the 
idea of the Salvation Army, and was 
merely an itinerant preacher. From 
Halifax the family removed to Mac- 
clesfield, and later to Walsall. The 
father was often away on preaching 
journeys. The family was poor al- 
most to the last degree. Bramwell 
Booth often acknowledged how much 
he owed in his early days to the in- 
fluence and sacrifice of his mother. 
He has confessed that he was in a 
state of seml-rebellion in his boyhood 
towards his father’s intense earnest- 
ness for the soul's health. His mother 
he recognized readily as a _ tender 
spiritual force, but he was irked 
his father’s religious dominance of the 
home. 

“We had religion all day and every 
day, and seven days a week,’ he once 
said. “My mother used to say to me; ‘I 
would rather you loved God in rags 
than be a millionaire’.” 

On General Booth's 70th birthday, 
in 1926, the following message was 
received from His Majesty: 


“The King has received with feel- | 


ings of gratification the message from 
the important gathering of Salvation- 


ists who are celebrating your 70th 


birthday at the Royal Albert Hall. In 
conveying His Majesty’s thanks to all 
those who have joined in the com- 
munication I am commanded ‘to con- 
gratulate you on this anniversary in 
your life, and at the same time to 
assure you hew much the King appre- 
ciates and sympathizes with the noble 
work of the Salvation Army, so vigor- 
ously and successfully carried on 
throughout the British Empire and in 
other parts of the world.” ~

One of these 
groups is “The United Church of Can- 
ada,” which was admitted with great 
enthusiasm at its last meeting in Car- 
diff, Wales. The Alliance includes a 
total of 45,000 churches, 36,000 minis- 
ters, a membership of 8,800,000, and a 
flock numbering about 40,000,000. 

The Alliance was formed in 1875 in 
London, England. Two years later the 
first regular assembly was held in 
Edinburgh, Scotland, and since that 
time it has met every four years, ex- 
cept during the Great War. 

Rev. J. W. Pedley, formerly one of 
the great men of the Congregational 
Church in Canada, invited to address 
a National Council of Congregational 
churches in Detroit, asserted that by 
becoming one of the United Church 
of Canada, and hence of the Pan- 
Presbyterian Alliance, his freedom 
was hampered in no way, but instead 
he had entered into a wider heritage 
and a greater field for service. Since 
the consummation of Union in Cana- 
da, 500 aid receiving charges have be- 
come self-supporting and 400 aid re- 
ceiving charges have been opened by 
the United Church of Canada.

HEAVY FIRE LOSSES 
IN PROVINCE OF ALBERTA 


Edmonton, -June 15.—During the 
calendar year 1928 there: were report- 
ed: to the office of the Alberta Fire 
Commissioner, by fire insurance com- 
panies, adjustors of-fire losses, local 
assistants and insured persons suffer- 
ing losses, a total of 2351 fires with 
a total loss of 25 lives and $3,559,- 
637.68. To this amount of money has 
been added an estimated amount of 
5 per cent of the total, covering un- 
insured losses not reported, making 
‘an estimated total of 2468 fires ‘and 
1a loss to buildings and contents of 
$3,737,619.56. 

This is the main feature of the an- 
nual report delivered by Fire Commis- 
sioner Henry Brace on Friday to Hon. 
R. G. Reid, Provincial Treasurer and 
Minister of Municipal Affairs. 

The above losses represent an in- 
crease over the previous year’s fig- 
ures of 623 fires and an increase in

In the spring especially a woman’s 
thoughts turn to something new in 
cookery and although there is said to 
be “nothing new under the sun,” 
there are recipes developed from time 
to time which are differents -We are 
going to give some suggestions -here 
which have come to us from some 
commercial sources and which are 
worth passing on.
